The  best  thing  about  teaching  at  Tufts  is 
the  students  -  they  are  wonderful.  I  love  the 
students. 

I  really  enjoy  teaching  large  survey  courses 
(such  as  "Introduction  to  Classical  Archae¬ 
ology"  and  "The  Archaeology  of  Palestine 
in  the  Classical  Periods"),  where  I  can  intro¬ 
duce  archaeology  to  students  who  know 
nothing  about  it,  and  get  them  excited  about 
archaeology. 

I  decided  to  become  an  archaeologist  when 
I  was  12  years  old  (no  kidding!  I  have  my 
ninth  grade  yearbook  to  prove  it  -  under  my 
name  and  photo,  it  says  that  I  want  to  be  an 
archaeologist  when  I  grow  up!).  What  hap¬ 
pened  when  I  was  12?  Well,  I  would  go  to 
Girl  Scout  camp  in  the  summers  (in  the 
Pocono  Mountains)  and  find  fossil  shells  in 
the  shale  deposits;  I  also  liked  reading  dino¬ 
saur  books.  And,  in  7th  grade  I  had  a  class 
on  W orld  History  (with  a  wonderful  teacher 
named  Mr.  Preg),  and  fell  in  love  with  an¬ 
cient  Greece. 

Since  I  did  my  undergraduate  degree  in 
Israel  (at  the  Hebrew  University  of  Jerusa¬ 
lem),  I  had  a  much  different  college  experi¬ 
ence  than  students  in  the  U.S.  I  love  to  dig, 
and  sometimes  I  would  miss  classes  to  par¬ 
ticipate  on  archaeological  excavations  (I 
couldn't  understand  why  my  professors 
thought  this  was  bad;  after  all,  I  was  major¬ 
ing  in  archaeology!).  The  best  digs  I  went  on 
were  in  the  Sinai  desert  (this  was  in  the 
1970's,  before  Israel  returned  the  Sinai  to 
Egypt).  On  those  excavations,  we  camped 
out  in  tents  in  the  middle  of  the  desert.  The 
conditions  were  very  rough,  but  I  loved  the 
experience. 

Because  my  Israeli  classmates  (men  and 
women)  had  served  in  the  army  before  be¬ 
ginning  college,  I  was  at  least  2-3  years 
younger  than  them  (I  had  not  served  in  the 
Israeli  army).  So,  they  called  me  "the  kid".

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I  like  my  colleagues  in  the  department, 
and  the  students  (equally).  Both  give  an 
honest  exchange  of  ideas  and  opinions.  Class 
discussion  with  undergraduates  and  gradu¬ 
ate  students,  artists,  engineers,  pre-law, 
some  raised  outside  the  US,  can  be  very 
worthwhile. 

With  colleagues  and/or  students  I  have 
put  on  three  exhibitions  -  in  1979  the  first 
exhibition  with  a  published  catalogue  (writ¬ 
ten  by  students),  of  medieval  stained  glass 
from  New  England  collections;  more  re¬ 
cently,  I  helped  select  a  show  of  women's  art 
from  the  Tufts  collection  or  by  Tufts/Mu¬ 
seum  School  faculty;  and  Charles  Nelson 
and  I  prepared  an  exhibit  of  images  from 
fourteenth-century  German  law  books. 

The  year  I  graduated  from  Cambridge,  I 
bought  some  old  stained  glass  for  a  few 
dollars  in  a  country  antique  store  in  En¬ 
gland.  At  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum 
in  London  I  learned  that  the  last  great  expert 
on  medieval  glass  had  just  died,  so  I  thought 
that  would  be  a  gap  to  fill...  and  went  to 
France  to  study  with  the  best  European 
scholar. 

An  interesting  situation  in  my  life  would 
have  to  be  climbing  into  Newnham  College 
after  midnight  through  the  kitchens;  I  could 
not  see,  and  found  myself  in  a  huge  empty 
vat.  The  door  was  locked,  so  I  climbed  out 
again  the  same  way  and  spent  the  night  in  a 
stable  with  a  horse  friend.

At  Tufts,  I  like  the  exceptionally  curious 
and  interesting  students,  impressive  diver¬ 
sity,  openness  to  new  perspectives,  and  op¬ 
portunities  to  work  with  students  from  first 
year  through  postdoctoral  research  fellows.

I  love  the  intelligence  of  the  students, 
the  intellectual  freedom  available  on 
campus,  the  cultural  ambience  of  the  area. 

Usually  the  most  interesting  part  of  my 
teaching  at  Tufts  has  been  working  on 
stage  productions:  adapting  and  staging 
Gogol's  DEAD  SOULS,  directing  Joshua 
Sobol's  GHETTO,  translating  Strindberg, 
Chekhov,  Euripides,  &c. 

I  was  a  child  actor,  but  making  my  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  theatre,  I  decided  to  take  my 
degrees  in  Comparative  Literature.  Only 
on  coming  to  Tufts  did  I  teach  in  a  Drama 
Department,  which  was  dominated  by 
some  impressive  theatre  historians.  So, 
for  protective  coloration,  I  began  to  evolve 
into  a  theatre  historian. 

As  an  undergraduate  at  Northwestern, 
I  was  supposed  to  open  in  a  production  of 
Schiller's  MARY  STUART.  That  afternoon 
we  learned  that  President  Kennedy  had 
been  assassinated.  The  play  contained  the 
line  "The  Queen  has  been  murdered  on 
the  road  to  London"  and  we  assumed  the 
show  would  be  canceled.  But  it  wasn't. 
We  were  already  in  makeup  and  costume 
when  the  word  came  down  that  the  per¬ 
formance  would  be  postponed  for  a 
month.  Enervated  and  edgy,  the  cast  stuck 
together  all  night  long,  finding  comfort  in 
company.  Many  virginities  were  lost  that 
night.

I  always  loved  performing  but  never 
thought  of  studying  theater  —  or  doing  it  — 
in  college  even  though  my  school  (Smith 
College)  had  an  active  theater  program.  I 
majored  in  English  and  went  on  to  a  Ph.D. 
program  in  that  field  after  graduation.  When 
1  found  that  course  of  study  not  to  my  liking, 
I  worked  for  three  years  as  an  English  teacher 
in  Brookline  (Massachusetts).  I  taught  7th 
and  8th  graders  and  inherited  an  after-school 
Drama  Club.  I  started  doing  all  kinds  of 
theater  games  with  the  kids  and  decided  I 
ought  to  direct  a  show.  I  started  with  PETER 
PAN,  then  went  on  to  OLIVER!  and  ANNIE 
GET  YOUR  GUN.  They  were  all  musicals 
and  were  great  fun.

The 
more  directing  I  did,  the  greater  my  passion 
for  theater  became.  I  decided  to  go  back  to 
school  for  a  M.F,A.  in  Directing  at  Boston 
University's  School  of  Theatre  Arts.  While 
doing  that,  I  fell  in  love  with  Theatre  His¬ 
tory,  too.  After  finishing  my  M.F.A.,  I  went 
on  to  get  my  Ph.D.  in  Drama  at  Tufts. 

That  makes  me  a  double  Jumbo! 

My  favorite  professor  at  Smith  was  a  won¬ 
derful  man  named  Frank  Ellis.  He  special¬ 
ized  in  Restoration  and  18th-century  En¬ 
glish  literature  and  had  a  terrific  sense  of 
humor.  When  our  class  got  to  Jonathan  Swift 
(author  of  GULLIVER'S  TRAVELS  among 
other  things)  he  thought  it  would  be  great  to 
stage  a  "happening"  —  after  all,  it  was  the 
late  1960s!  We  each  became  a  woman  in 
Swift's  life  —  I  was  "Vanessa,"  someone 
who  may  have  been  Swift's  lover.  We  were 
supposed  to  dress  in  costumes  we  borrowed 
from  the  theater  department  and  script  our 
own  parts.  I  wrote  mine  in  heroic  couplets  (a 
favorite  18th-century  form)  and  remember 
it  as  being  very  funny.  We  staged  our  hap¬ 
pening  in  a  student  hangout  called  the 
"Wright  Connector"  —  a  space  between  the 
library  and  a  large  lecture  hall.  When  we 
arrived  in  our  costumes  and  started  per¬ 
forming,  people  couldn't  believe  it.

Without  doubt,  my  favorite  activities  at 
Tufts  have  been  working  with  Geology  stu¬ 
dents,  both  in  the  Geology  Department  labs 
and  in  the  field.  Spending  time  with  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  lab  and  the  field  allows  faculty 
and  students  to  get  to  know  one  another  in  a 
way  that  is  quite  different  than  classroom 
lectures.  The  camaraderie  that  has  devel¬ 
oped  in  our  courses  and  field  trips  over  the 
years  stand  out  as  one  of  the  most  memo¬ 
rable  and  lasting  rewards  of  teaching  at  Tufts. 

It  is  hard  to  pick  a  "most"  memorable 
event  because  I  have  experienced  and  learned 
so  much  during  my  years  here.  But  the  12 
geology  field  trips  I  have  taken  to  the  Grand 
Canyon  with  Tufts  Geology  majors  rank 
among  some  of  my  most  memorable  "Tufts 
moments." 

I  was  always  interested  in  science  but,  in 
high  school,  was  even  more  dedicated  to 
track  and  field  and  throwing  the  discus.  I 
thought  I  would  attend  college  to  become  a 
track  and  field  coach  at  a  college  or  univer¬ 
sity.

Right  now,  af¬ 
ter  spending  a  year  on  leave  and  working 
hard  on  a  book,  it  is  great  being  faculty 
advisor  to  an  Exploration  on  Ken  Smith,  the 
film  director.  It  allows  me  to  see  Tufts  stu¬ 
dents  (older  and  younger  ones)  at  their  best, 
spirited,  interesting,  generous  and  enter¬ 
prising.

There  the  university  library  closed  at  8  p.m., 
and  after  studying  we  went  out  on  the  town, 
dancing,  but  also  to  the  theatre  and  to  cafes, 
everything  new  in  town  we  had  to  see  and 
discuss. 
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Sherman  Teischman,  EPIIC 

Sherman  Teischman  founded  the  Institute  for 
Global  Leadership  in  1986.  He  was  dismayed  at 
the  reaction  of  the  United  States  towards  a  TWA 
airplane  seizure  by  Cypress.  He  wanted  others 
to  know  how  this  act  of  terrorism  affected  global 
relations  as  well  as  affected  the  United  States' 
role  in  foreign  policy  and  so  created  an  interna¬ 
tional  symposium  on  political  violence  versus 
terrorism.  This  has  helped  to  increase  public 
awareness  of  global  issues  as  well  as  to  provide 
an  unrivaled  educational  experience  for  students 
on  global  understanding,  both  analytically  and 
passionately. 

Since  its  conception,  the  program  has  grown 
considerably,  encompassing  a  multitude  of 
topics.  The  Education  for  Public  Inquiry  and 
International  Citizenship  (EPIIC)  Program,  one  of 
the  many  umbrella  programs  under  the  Institute 
for  Global  Leadership,  is  unique  to  Tufts.  Spread 
over  two  semesters,  activities  include  the  study 
itself  of  a  particular  global  issue,  professional 
workshops,  a  MediaForum,  public  service 
initiative,  and  a  high  school  global  issues 
simulation  program  called  Inquiry.  The  program 
culminates  with  an  international  symposium 
featuring  world-renowned  guests.  The  program 
has  widespread  recognition  throughout  the 
country,  and  a  program  modeled  after  it  is 
currently  being  created  at  the  University  of 
Georgia. 

The  other  program  under  the  Institute  for  Global 
Leadership  is  the  Tufts  Institute  for  Leadership 
and  International  Perspective.  It  began  in  1998  in 
Hong  Kong.  Tufts  students  pair  up  with  students 
from  Hong  Kong,  complete  summer  internships, 
stimulate  new  ideas  and  form  partnerships 
across  cultures,  as  well  as  collaborate  in  the 
creation  of  an  international  symposium  hosted  by 
Tufts. 

Students  who  completed  these  programs  have 
gone  on  to  be  involved  in  world  politics  and 
global  leadership.  They  are  heads  of  human 
rights,  activists,  acting  members  of  the  National 
Security  Council,  Fullbright  Scholarship  winners, 
and  more.
